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1. Contact Operations 

a. A letter dated 25 November 1959 was received by AECASSOWAHY/29 
from Oleksandr ABAME5KO, an engineer from Kiev with vhom be had contact at 
the Trade Pair in Marseilles and to vhom he later mailed some literature. 

In his letter ADAM2HK0 offerred to raaU books to AECAS80WARy/29 and invited 
him to visit. The exchange of correspondence will be continued and studied 
for any operations potential. 

b. Lev BHAS, the AECA6SGWAKY contact in Istanbul, Turkey, has 
reconciled hie enrollment problems and now is a fully qualified student at 
the University of Istanbul. ABCA880WAHY/2 hopes to utilize him for whatever 
contact operations may develop in the area. 



c. Three letters were received from the Ukraine by an AECA80OWARY 
contact in England in response to an item he placed in a Ukrainian language 
newspaper in Poland requesting correspondence with a Ukrainian girl. Rone 
of the replies displayed immediate operational potential. 

d. Two letters from the Ukraine have been received by Ivan 
K0SEELTVET8 from Valeriy P. Shevchenko (employee of Ukrainian Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs) with whom he had contact in Vienna. AECASSOWAKf/2 has 
requested the letters from KDSHELTVETS so that their contents can be studied. 

e. Ivon CHORNEY, an AECAS0OWARY contact in Germany, had contact 
with Olesh BGRICHENKQ, the dancer with the Veriovka choir with whom Steven 
Glynyk had contact in Vienna and again In Kiev. BGRICHEMO freely dis- 
cussed his anti -communist and anti -Russian sentiments and accepted a copy 
of the AJ2CASS0KARY newspaper during a visit to the editorial office. 
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f . Several months ago via a repatriate from Canada, AEGAS80HARY/2 
sent Mikhail OLINIK, an acgualntaoce of his in the Ukraine, a message con- 
cealed in a razor case which was included with other objects in a trunk. 

lie recently was notified Indirectly by OEOKK that the trunk had been re- 
ceived. to determine whether the message ms found, a letter has Wen sent 
by AECASSOWAIOf/2 asking OOTflK whether he Uked the razors. AECA5SC5WARY/2 
reports that there exist similar opportunities to have trunks sent back with 
repatriates from Argentina. His objectives are to re-establish contact with 
former OUN aadUPA members. Ihe message sent to OLXBfK was typewritten on 
pieces of kleenex and contained general information regarding the Ukrainian 
emigre situation in the lest. 

g. The Eleventh International Congress of Historical Sciences, 
Stockholm, 21-28 August 196O2 fills Congress is expected to attract 2900 
participants and will be preceded by special meetings beginning on l6 August. 
Professors Aleksandr (3HL0BLIN and Hjrkola OHUBATf, sympathizers of AEGASBOWAHf/l 
and prominent In their field, are available to serve as front men for 
AECASS01AKf/l contact operations. Both have registered and have had their 
papers accepted for presentation at the Congress. Professor CHUBAIS 1 b try- 
ing to organize a committee to conduct a drive among the Ukrainian emigres 

to pay the expenses of Ukrainian emigre historians at the Congress. They 
hope to collect $10,000. (if this drive is even partly successful it could 
significantly lift the financial burden of sponsoring AECASSOWAKSf/l collabo- 
rators to the Congress from the shoulders of the AERQCfHAMIC Project.) 
AECASSOWAHX/S> feels that both OHLDBUH and CHUBACf would collaborate closely 
with AECAfiSOKAHX/29 at the Congress and would be useful to make contact with 
Soviet Ukrainians who will attend. CHUBATf attended the preceding Congress 
In Bose and met prominent figures from the Ukrainian literary and academic 
world. There is no reason to believe that the next Congress will attract 
fever or less Inviting targets. CHUBATI has already identified at least one 
Ukrainian participant by reputation. ABCASSOHAHX/2 considers OHMBIXN end 
CHUBATI a com p lementary pair, both potentially excellent contact men and both 
willing to serve AECASSOWAHl/l. 



h. Constantin 2BEJ8HKP (of ABTKUMiT fame) will complete his doctor- 
ate this year In London* It now appears probable that he can be recruited by 
ABCA8BOHAEI/2. Be has performed exceptionally well for the group in their 
contact operations . He recently met In London and spoke for three hours with 
Aleksandr KDRHBICHIK (Ukrainian writer, member of the Central Committee of 
the CPSU, member of the Central Committee of the Ukrainian CP, full member 
of the Ufitffi and Ukrainian 8SR Academy of Sciences) and is sending a report 
on this conversation to ABCASSQWAKf/2. KQBMEtCHUK, like Khrushchev’ , is al- 



ways on the right side. Be was prominent In the Ukraine during Stalin’s 
time but after the death of Stalin he wrote a book entitled WIHOS which was 
anti -Stalin and pro -Khrushchev. According to AECA9S0UARY /2 , people in the 
Ukraine look up to KORNEICHUK because of his unique personality and because. 
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unlike other Ukrainian writers, he has good backing in Moscow and is 
not afraid to talk. AECAS0OHAKf/2 believes that KOKHEICHUK might have 
invited ZELEEKO to visit him in the Itoaine. 

a. ommxom 

Two more letters were received from the Ukraine during the month 
of January in response to the IffycgjMATlQH gpXETXS . Although the letters 
are critical in content, they serve as further evidence that 
literature is getting through to the

a* ASIASSOWAKl/15 was brought back into the ABCASSOHAHY/l fold 
on a full-time basis effective 15 February* Meetings were held with him 
and with ABCAS80WAHY/2 to firm up our agreement for his use as 
ABCASSOWART/I operations chief, Ibe meetings were also used to restate 
the basis for KUBAPK-ABCASSO WARY collaboration end to discuss new ob- 
jectives and the expanded operational set-up. 

b. AE0ASgOWAH2f/£9 was brought to Washington and given a full 
assessment, including medical examination and polygraph.
